Including France and Great Britain, 


four of the aix great powers of Europe 
have declared their neutrality, namely: 
Great Britain, Italy, France and Ruaaia. 
There remain of the great powers Ger- 
many and Austria, neither of which 
have yet acted. The delay of Anstria 
doe8 not cause aurprisa, aa Atiatria'd 
sympathy with Spain ia more pro- 
nounced than that of any other country 
of Europe. Itia not doubted, however, 
that Austria will Rename a neutral atti- 
tude sooner or later. 


The delay of Germany ia felt to

Fell Beneath the Wheels and 


His Body Was Terribly 


Mangled. 


Sidnoy Lawler, a 19-year old Ind from 


Tulnre, was crushed beneath the wheels 
of the northbound passenger train Tues- 
day night. Early yesterday morning 
tiis mangled body was discovered near 
the Southern Pacific freight depot by a 
newsboy, Clifford Chapman. Tho body 
was doubled ui> H« if it had been rolled 
about on the track by tho cars. 


The right arm WAS cut off and the left 


leg mangled in a terrible manner. The

The two young tueii 
who jumped on the train at tieltua eniii 
they were from Frueno. 


Olark and Thomas left tho blind hag- 


RBRB ut the Valley road crcee'ing wliuu 
tho train slowed up find roiie into town 
on the platform of u passenger uoauh. 
Lawlor eaid that ho would moot them ut 
tho depot aa BOOH us tho train reached 
Fresno. 


When Clark and Thomas alighted 


they waited nround the depot for nb.n 
an hour, expecting Lawler to join the 
and finally concluded thathe hail miseed 
them. Tlio b»yo wont to bod and worn 
startled yosterdny morning when they 
learned that their companion wna nt the 
morcuo.

day, tmd in order to secure their tusti 
mony the caroncr'a jury postponed a 
vordict until todny. It ie beliovod that 
Lnwlur jumped from 
tho train and 


rolled under the wheels. Tho engineer 
of the southbound trnin at 1.30 o'clock 
did not notice tho man and the care 
paesed over the doitd man'a body, but 
did not drag It more than a few feet. 


Lawler waa a butcher and he intend- 


ed to apply for a job in thin city. He 
ban $(iOO in a Tulare bank, which was 
left him by his father, who died flome 
time a BO. His mother and a brother 
live in Tulare.

THE PRIZE LAWS 


How Captured Vessels Are 


Disposed of. 


Craft Taken by Weaker Ships 


Belong Entirely to the 


Takers. 


From the Bail Francisco Cull . 


Secretary Long baa received from 


Rear Admiral Sampson dispatches toll- 
ing of the capture of several of tbe 
Spanish merchantmen, which are to be 
held as prizes and to be disposed of ac- 
cording to law if the proteuta made 
against such seizures are held to be 
without ground. Judge Advocate Gen- 
eral Lemley, the- law officer of the navy 
department, has been looking up tbe 
statutes on the subject, and ia prepared 
to HBBiet tlio Secretary in any way iiec- 
eaeary. The law provides that the con- 
demnation proceedings in the matter of 
prize vessels shall be conducted under 
the supervision of the district courts. 
It is made the duty of tbe commanding 
oillcer ol a vessel making a capture to 
EecuTQ the documents of the ship and 
cargo, and aend them, together with cer- 
tain witneaaes from the captured vessel, 
to the district court in which the pro- 
ceedings for the distribution of the prize 
money are to be bad. The attorney for 
the United States ia to promptly file a 
libel against the prize property and take 
other proceeding neceeeary. 


The evidence is to be,taken by prize 


commissioners, not exceeding three In 
number, one of whom ia to be a naval 
oflicer, and at least one of the othore a 
member of tbe bar of not leea than 
three years' standing and acquainted 
with the taking of depositions. It the 
Bale of tho prize ia ordered the gross 
proceeds are to be deposited with the 
aaatetaat 
treaeurer 
of the 
United 


States at the place nearest to the sale, 
subject to tho orders of the court. The 
court is to make a decree of distribu- 
tion, determining what vessels aro to 
ehare in the prize, and whether the 
prize was of superior, equal or inferior 
force to the vessel or vessels making the 
capture. 


The net proceeds of all property con- 


demned B3 prize fllin.ll, when the prize 
was of superior or equal force to the ves- 
sel or veeeela making the capture, be 
decreed to the captors. Thie prevision 
was evidently put in tho law with a 
view to encouraging vessels' captains to 
exert their greatest effort when meeting 
a foe of superior or equal strength, aa 
the same section of the law provideti 
that when the pmo vessel was of infer- 
ior force to the captors one-half of the 
net proceeds is to be decreed to the 
United States and the other half to tho 
captors. The latter ia divided as fol- 
lows: To tho commander of the lleet, 
oue-ttventiflth part; to the fleet captain, 
one-hundredth part; to tho commander 
of tho vessel making the capture, one- 
tenth part; the remainder is divided 
among all otbera doing duty on board 
the captor in proportion to their respec- 
tive rates of pay. 
In cases whore the amount in contro- 


versy exceeds $2000 an appeal may bo 
taken to the supremo court.
